Concession  in  Tientsin,  the  agreement  has  been  reached  on  following  points.  j 

1.  Maintenance  of  law  and  order  within  the  British  Municipal  Area:-  i 

Detailed  errangementa  have  been  made  for  closer  co-operation  between  < 

the  authorities  of  the’ British  Concession  and  local  Japanese  authorities 
for  suppression  of  ell  terrorist  activities  prejudicial  to  the  j 

oeintenonco  of  peace  and  order  and  to  the  security  of  the  Japanese  force.  1 

1 

In  particular,  arrangements  have  boon  made  for  Japanese  Gendarmes  to 
offer  information  and  to  bo  present  when  action  is  taken  by  the  British 

Hinicipal  Council  Police  against  persona  in  whose  criminal  activities 
the  Japanese  authorities  are  interested. 

Such  action  will  include  supervision  of  dealings  in  sms  end  explosive 

substances,  publicstions,  cinemas,  political  mootings,  arrests  and 
disposals  of  persons  engagod  in  the  acbivitlos  mentioned  in  the  preceding 

paragraphs.  Arrangements  have  also  boon  made  for  the  suppression  of 
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unauthorized  wireless  communications. 

2.  Silver  Coin  end  Bullion 

Tho  silver  coin  end  bullion  now  in  the  Bank  of  Conriuni cat ions  in  Tientsin 
shall  remain  there  under  tho  joint  seal  of  the  British  and  Japanese 
Conauls-Gcnorel  in  that  city.  This  silver  shell  remain  until  tho  other 
srrengomont  concerning  its  custody  is  made  by  the  Japanese  and  British 
Governments  except  in  tho  provisions  of  following  paragraph  3.  The  silver 
aboil  bo  scaled  in  the  presence  of  the  British  and  Japanese  Consuls- 
General  in  Tientsin. 

Before  the  silver  is  placed  under  seel,  a  amount  equivalent  to  the  sum 
of  100,000  pounds  shall  bo  set  aside  to  provide  0  fund  for  the  relief  of 
famine  conditions  resulting  directly  from  tho  floods  in  certain  areas 
end  tho  drought  in  other  areas  of  Northern  Chino.  Such  relief  includoa 
the  machinery  urgently  needed  from  abroad  to  drain  tho  water  from  tho 
flooded  areas  to  diminish  tho  danger  of  opidomlcs.  Tho  appropriate 
British  authority  will  bo  prepared  to  give  ell  possible  facilities  to 
enable  tho  silver  set  aside  to  bo  allocated  for  relief  purposes,  to  be 
sold,  and  to  bo  used  for  tho  purchase  of  foodstuffs  and  other  articles 
required. 

The  British  and  Japanese  Consuls-Goncral  in  Tientsin  shell  appoint  exports 
who,  under  tho  supervision  of  tho  Consula-Gonoral,  will  assist  thorn  in 
tho  administration  of  this  fund  and  will  advice  tho  existing  Relief 
Committee  in  PcJd'ig  os  to  the  distribution  of  the  food  end  other  articles. 
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Tn'cddition  to  British  end  Jeponosc,  exports  of  Chinese,  French  end  j 

other  ;■  notionolitics  shell  bo  invited  to  osoiot  in  this  work.  ’ 

3.  Currency J- 

Thc  British  »\mioipcl  Council  will  not  interfere  in  the  wey  of  the  uso  of 
Fedorol  Penervo  Bcnk  currency  within  the  British  Concession. 

The  Rritish  municipcl  Council  hrve  decided  to  withdrew  the  licences  of 
ell  oxchenge  shops  not  csteblishnd  prior  to  1939*  Licences  Trill  not  be 
issued  to  new  shops  unless  they  nre  vouched  by  the  rfctivo  Bonkers  Guild 
end  hove  adequate  copital.  Licences  will  be  renewed  monthly.  Any  point 
bf  difficulty  which  may  crisc  in  connection  with  the  opplicction  of  the 
mcosures  mentioned  in  the  proceding  pcrcyccphs  will  bo  discussed  1 

locally  between  the  British  and  Joponoae  Consuls-CKrnorcl.
